This tribp, composed of seventy lodges 
only, have confederated with the Kiowas 
and Comanches. Previous to the treaty of 
Oct. 17, 1665, these three tribes had formed 
a similar confederation, but at that treaty, 
owing to the hostile attitude which the 
Kiowas and Comanehes maintained to- 



give them each a suit of good, substantial 
woolen clothing each year, or the neces- 
sary materials to make it, and, in addi- 
tion thereto, to expend $30,000 annually 
for their benefit in such articles as they 
may nred. 

The Cheyennes positively refuse ns yet 
to yield the right to hunt north of the Ar- 
kansas and south of the .South Platte. 
They are willing to yield it whenever the 
buff alo leave it, but not before, unless they 
shall previously try to live by agriculture. 

Th-y agree, however, to take the right, 
subject to the terms of the treaty of 1865, 
that is, to carry the permit of their agent, 
and keep a'.v«.v teu miles froln roads and 
forjs. They withdraw all opposition to 
white settlements, aud agree to protect 
and defend the white man as they would a 
brother. .They withdraw all opposition to 
the Ciuiuiarron road to New Mexico, and 
to tbe Smoky Hill and Platte Railroads, 
and all other roads.

AFFAIRS IN SPAIN 

Tbe Spanish government has addressed 

a circular dispatch to its foreign diplo- 
matic agents, stating that the late attempt- 
ed revolution in that kingdom has been 
put down, and peace now reigns in all 
portions of her Majesty s dominions. It 
is true that open attacks upon the troope 
and officials of the government have 
ceased, hut this by no means proves that 
the revolutionists have abandoned their 
intention of commencing operations again 
when circumstances point to a more for- 
tunate result. The masses in Spain are 
intensely hostile to the present ruling 
family. They detest the Bourbon race, 
male ar.d female. To a Spaniard the 
name ot Bourbon is as distasteful as to 
a Frenchman Years of tyranny, misrule, 
and oppression, under the present dynas- 
ty, have made the inhabitants look upon 
their rulers as something to be removed, 
at all cost and hazard, from the pathway 
of Spacsh liberty, progress and, advance- 
ment. lt has been said of the Bourbons 
tbat they leara nothing -that they forget 
notbibg. This has been exemplified in 
the case of Kpain. While all the sur- 
rounding nations have advanced in ma- 
terial progress, and tbeir rulers granted 
reforms to the people, Spain has stood 
st ilL France has enlarged her area of 
liberalism, and improved all the depart- 
ment* of arts relating to the comforts of 
the masses. In Italy, Victor Emanuel 
bus made concessions to the spirit of the 
age. has stricken the chains trom the 
minds and limbs of his people. Prussia 
hits made rapid strides in the race for the 
leadership of the times, and even in Aus- 
tria and Portugal the tendency of power 
has been and is to slacken, rather than 
tighten its grasp upon the people. But 
ail these indications of progress and ad- 
vancement have been lost upon the 
reigning family of Spain, and*the rod of 
absolate despotism is held over the mass- 
es in that kingdom to-day in as tyrannical 
a manner as it was when Alva led its ar- 
mies and the fires of persecution blazed 
in the streets of Madrid. 

Iiut the Bourbons were expelled from 
France by the volcanic force of a bloody 
revolution, and they will be dnven front 
Spain in like manner in the end. Th« 
people of the latter kingdom are just now 
divided into three parties — tha ultramon- 
tane, the progressive, and tha moderate. 
It is these divisions which paralyze the 
effort* of the real friends of reform, and 
give the government an easy victory. 
But, in France, a fusion of all the ene- 
mies of the Bourbons took place in order 
to force them from power and kingly po- 
sition. so in Spain a simitar union may be 
looked for, in anticipation of a like re- 
sult. Marshal Narvaez, of the ultramon- 
archica! party, is just tbe man to make a 
ruler unpopular, and precipitate a revolu- 
tion upon the government. He is cold, 
unfeeling, exacting, and cruel. He de- 
spises the people, and would rule them as 
cattle, by blows and stripes. But the con- 
stant uprisings, fruitless although they 
have yet proved as to great results, show 
that the spirit of independence is yet 
alive in the bosoms of the Spanish peo- 
ple. They expelled the Moors after years 
of hard and determined fighting. They 
did not weary of their armor then, and 
they will not now. Besides, in this strng- 
gle against the Bourbons, the Spanish 
people have the sympathy of France. 
Napoleon does not like a Bourbon so near 
hisdomint;-^ i ney are the hereditary 
enemies of the race to which he belongs, 
ar.d will not fail to work and scheme tor 
the overthrow of the Napoleonic dyrasty 
in France. To prevent this, Napoleon 
will aid the anti-iiourbon party in Spain. 
That he has done so there can be no 
, question. General Prim was secreted in 
1‘aris for a long time, and appeals to th » 
Spanish patriots were printed in that city, 
acd from thence circulated in all parts of 
Spain. These facts show that Napoleon 
will assist the Spanish people in over- 
throwing the present government, and 
thus backed and countenanced, one revo- 
lution will follow another until a total 
change is effected in the Spanish Empire, 
and in the family which holds tne reins of 
power . — Philadelphia Age.

PAY MONEY WAGES. 

The labor question is parrmount in im- 
portance. General starvation seems like- 
ly to supersede universal suffrage, but it 
cannot be doctored so readily as political 
' illness. * 

An exhaustivefarticle for one of onr re- 
views on the subject would be profitable, 
but in a newspaper, out of place and un- 
i satisfactory, from lack of space. I pro- 
pose simply to make a few statements 
without adducing proof. An examination 
I of the labor system of the world, as ex- 
hibited in tbe writings of Loudon, Babbage, 
Wade. and other authors, will confirm these 
statements. 

1st The melazer system, which is the 
“joint system or copartnership arrange- 
ment, is an evidence of the very low agri- 
cultural condition of tbe country where it 
( obtains, and is a bar to any improvement 
Poland, Portugal, tbe poorest districts of 
France, illustrate its failure. 

2d. Where agriculture is most profitable, 
tbe universal rule is to pay money wages, 
which keeps labor and capital distinct 
England, Scotland, Belgium, Austria, and 
Prussia are familiar instances of its 
splendid success. 

3d. Workmen cannot force wages up 
i nor employers force them down by com- 
. binations, bat if let alone wages will find 
! their level. 

flh. The employers, thatis capital, must 
take the risk, whether wages be paid in 
money or in kind. He plans, risks, mana- 
. ges. I i bis plans do not succeed, he alone 
' is accountable, aud alone pays the penalty 
ol his miscalculations. 

If you admit the laborer to share in tha 
p tolas , hs can assume but a very small 
share of the risk. It is a principle of 
partnership tbat neither law nor reason 
recognizes, in fact is at variance wah 
common sense. 

5th. The “joint crop plan ” has already 
failed with the negro, after two years' trial 
; — thereby demonstrating the truth that 
wbat thejwhole world has long since set- 
tled is not exceptional in our tree negro 
labor. 

The hired laborer does cheerfully say job 
| to which he is assigned, while your free 
: negro partner objects to yonr mode of 
planting, tilling, and harvesting; waters 
■ your cotton bales, appropriates corn and 
potatoes, peas, pigs, and other small grain, 
and absolutely refuses to do work spou 
fencing and farm buildings, but fails not 
to commit waste everywhere. 

Tbe negro partner got, in 1865, one- 
tenth, in 1666, one-quarter, in 1867, one- 
third, for 1*66 he demands one-half. How 
long his native modesty will prevent him 
from claiming the other half depends apon 
his white partner. 

I conclude by requesting an examina- 
tion of two plantations, witfi resident own- 
< rs, under the two systems of paying la- 
borers. It will settle the matter in favor of 
money wages. 

For the next year, if you have yonr 
corn made ou hand yon can pay rnx'y 
dollars wages and board furnished, tor 
first-class laborers. If you have corn and 
meat to buy, you cannot afford to pay for- 
ty dollars, l’ay money wages.

8gainst her wilL Could anything be 
more utterly revolting. This confession 
of course led to the immediate discharge 
of the prisoner. But isn't it a shame that 
such a monster iu human form should go 
unwhipt of justice. He can never make 
just reparation for his awful crime outside 
the walls of a penitentiary. It is not at 
all probable that he will lie tolerated in 
any decent community where his base, in- 
human deed is known. 

The Coal Famine. — S ince our last refer- 
ence to the coal market the stock has 
dwindled down pretty low, but there is a 
prospect that it will rise again to day.

Two fires occurred in the city yesterday 
morning, by which property to the value 
of twenty thousand dollars or moro was 
destroyed. 

A few minutes after two o'clock the first 
alarm was sounded, and wss found to have 
been occasioned by a fire in the Merchants' 
Exchange building, corner of Market and 
Fifth streets. The flames burst out simul- 
taneously from the rear portions of Wm. 
G. Schmidt's drug-store, on the corner, 
and the adjoining grocery an! provis- 
ion house of John A. Meyer. From 
this circumstances it is supposed 
that the fire was the work of an incendi- 
ary. The upper or hotel portion of the 
building was in a few moments complete- 
ly filled by the dense volumes of smoke 
that rolled up from the drug store, com- 
pelling the lodgers, men, women, and chil- 
dren, to hurry into the streets to avoid | 
suffocation. A scene of great confusion j 
and fantastical aspects was the conse- I 
quer.ee; but happily no one was injured, I 
cxcfpt by IrighL 

The sttarn engines were on the ground j 
in the very nick of time, as they almost I 
invariably are. By the active and de- I 
voted labor of the firemen, the conllagra- i 
tion was soon under their control, and | 
what might have been au awful disaster 
was averted. 

Most of the damage, in fact all, was in- 
flitted upon the drug-store aud grocery. 
Mr. W. G. Schmidt, the druggist, estimates 
the injury to his stock at twelve thousand 
dollars. His stock was insured fur eight 
thousand five hundred dollars in two for- 
eign companies, the London k Liverpool 
and tbe Queen. Mr. John A. Meyer states 
his loss upon the grocery at from six to 
seven thousand dollars, with insurance in 
the London & Liverpool company to the 
amount of four thousand dollars. From 
these estimates, it appears that the total 
loss by this fire is about tweuty thousand 
dollars, partly covered by twelve thousand 
dollars insurance. 

The second fire occurred at 6:45 A. M , 
in the grocery house kept by C. Beeler, at 
the corner of Twelfth and Grayson streets, 
and was caused by the accidental upset- 
ting of a lamp or candle in the back room 
of the store. Damage to the building 
and stock between five and six hundred 
dollars — fully insured.

The lleralu e cable special correspond- 
ent from the Pontifical States to the even- 
ing of the 3d says that during the past few 
days Gen Garibaldi had concentrated his 
force around his former position at Mod e- 
Botcodo. Yesterday afternoon Signors 
Ccrte, C rispi. and Secoraent, supporters 
of his eause.and a formal deputation from 
the Kevoiationarr Society, begc-d him to 
withdraw, as the Italian troops Had crossed 
the frontier. Garibaldi refueed, saying he 
d:d not value his life in such a cause, and 
that a soldier ought not to count the num- 
ber of bis enemies. Signor Corte replied 
that a General should. The deputation 
then left the camp 

This morning Garibaldi, with about 
3,00V of his com mand, having two guns, 
moved for Tivoli to join Nieatora, one of 
his officers, la the meantime the Papal 
Zouaves, who were advancing, had taken 
Tivoli without a noise at the point bf the 
bayoneL Garibaldi's force did not know 
this, and were marching toward the same 
pent. When they arrived at Metona they 
were surprised by seven battalions of the 
Papal army, supported by twelve gans, 
who attacked them in front and on both 
hanks. The battle ground was among the 
kills, with a country road -running ou both 
Bides. The fighting continued fiercely for 
over an hour. In the hottest moments of 
the engagement Garibaldi had to be 
dragged away from the battle 

His troops suffered much loss, and re- 
treated toward MonteUlotondo, pursued 
by the soldiers of tb^Pope. Here the 
fight was renewed and continued for over 
two hours, when the Garioaldian retreat 
be-came an utter route. It is believed 
here that General Garibaldi has 900 gien 
killed and 1,000 prisoners, and a great 
many wounded. Minotti Garibaldi was 
wounded slightly in the leg The loss of 
the Papal force was not so heavy. 

Arrived at the Italian frontier, the re- 
treating force of Garibaldi gave up their 
aims, except the weapons which were 
their owr. property, to the Italian regular 
troops. Garibaldi left this morning by a 
special railroad train for Florence. He 
made no parting address, and looked old, 
haggard, and disappointed. Tiie revolu- 
tionary and insurrectionary movement is 
row broken down all over the territory. 
There were no French engaged in the 
fight, with the exception of a few who went 
in as volunteers, although some of the 
Garibaldians, deceived by the resemblance 
of the uniform of the Papal soldier to that 
worn by some of the French regiments in 
the line, say they were oeaten by Freach 
soldiers. 

The Italian troops stationed on the 
frontier behaved with great judgment in 
the emergency. Many of the wounded 
Garibaldians arc here, and some few at 
HcnteTteiondo.

When Gen. Garibaldi reached here this 
morning on his wsy to i ioftr.ee. the Ital- 
ian efficars on duty told him he mast goto 
Fpenzia. Garibaldi drew a revolver, say- 
ir g he Would not resist the officers, but 
tba! he would not go willingly. Italian 
soldiers then stepped forward and lifted 
kirn into the* car. H.s son would not go 
with L.m 

F I.OKEXCE, Nov. 5.

Hundreds of wounded men are arriving 
here from the scene of the late engage- 
ments between the Garibaldians and the 
Papal troops. They are conveyed by 
special railroad traius. The Italian reg- 
ulars act in a very kindly manner to all, 
assisting in carrying them from the sta- 
tion to where they are laid, weeping like 
women on beholding the sad spectacle. 
Father Gavazzi has charge of the hospital. 

Italy is quiet. There are rumors aiioat 
here to the effect that Garibaldi's mind is 
affected. 

Pants, Nov. 4. 

La Presse of this evening says the 
French Charge d' Affaires at Florence was 
ordered to present, on Sunday, to the 
King s Government, an ultimatum that 
the Italian treops which had been marched 
into the Papal territory should evacuate 
it before Thursday evening, November 7. 

Kxetrk, Lkci.avd, Nov. 4 — Midnight 

The bread riot which commenced here 
has extended to Axminster, situated 
twenty miles east of Exeter, where the 
premises of the corn dealers have been 
burned. Axminster contains the well 
known carpet factories, with buildings for 
the manufacture of woollen cloths, gloves, 
Ac., and has a very determined population 
of working men. The local militia has 
been called out and placed under arms in 
Exeter, and reinforcements of the regular 
troops have arrived in the city from the 
naval station at Plymouth.

From tbe foregoing it will be seen that 
if true patriotism should always preside 
over the councils of the fathers of the 
country, tbe future of Brazil may be a 
brilliant one. What is wanted is intelli- 
gent labor, which can be supplied only by 
judicious immigration — not emigration, as j 
the word is very often ungrammatically 
written. 

A MATRIMONIAL EPIDEMIC 
Matrimony is rsginginthis section with 
the violence of an epidemic, and we cau- 
tion all strangers who wish to remain free 
from the prevailing distemper not to yeti- * 
ture within the afflicted district till further 1 
But ice. The symptoms of this malady ' 
difier in different subjects, but are dis- 
tressing in all It is not confined to per- 
ccus of any particular age, for a gentle- 
imn of eighty-two led a blushing bride of 
three score years and twelve to the altar 
last week, in a neighboring county. Maids 
and widows and bachelois and widowers 
are the principal victims and sufferers It 
has been aptly compared to a flood, and 
hopes are « ntertained that some chronic 
cases of old bachelorhood, which have I 
bee n high and dry for many years, may 
be carried off during the rise. Tnis dis- 
eete has generally been sporadic in this i 
section: but it has now assumed, unmis- ' 
takably. an epidemic form. There were 
twelve cases reported last week, and a 
number certain to be carried off the pres- 
ent one. No hopes are entertained of an I 
abatement till it has run its course, or 
until a want of subjects shall put a stop 
to it. 

Our columns have furnished a record o r | 
the names of those who have already suf- 
fered. and we shall continue to chronicle 
them from time to time as they are re- 
ported. We have heard many reasons 
assigned for this strange phenomenon, 
but none were satisfactory The princi- 
pal beneficiaries of tbe epidemic are the 
preachers who perform the ceremonies, 
their fees ranging from twenty to one hun- 
dred dollars, generally in gold; at least, 
this is the most fashionable mode of dis- 
charging the obligation. One preacher 
we heard of carries a bottle of nitric acid 
in his pocket, so that he may detect bogus 
coin, as he says be has seen so little gold 
in the last five or six years that he may be 
imposed upon. Counterfeit detectors are 
in common use There is some talk of a 
■trike among the clergy for higher wages, 
but Judge Graves threatened to put it 
down by performing all marriage ceremo- 
nies without wi:y fee, and the gentlemen 
of the cloth became quiet. 

This may be considered a harvest time 
for the clergy — that of doctors and wet 
Burses may expected next year. Such 
a crop of brides was never harvested in 
this section before, and it has been gath- 
ered cloeely. In view of this state of af- 
fairs. we have thought it advisable to pub- 
lish some essays on married life, and are 
promised aeveral — one by a gentleman 
who has had the satisfaction of burying 
four wives, and another by a lady married 
to her third husband, whose health is del- 
icate. and who has hopes of yet living to 
enter upon the state of matrimony with a 
fourth, if not with a fifth. We have been 
offered several articles, taking a discour- 
aging view of this state of blessedness: 
but. in view of the state of affairs at pres- 
ent existing, we have declined publishing 
them. Any relief in the fearful rage of 
the epidemic will be promptly noticed in 
our columns . — Lexington Gazelle. 

Dr. Dio Lewis, of Lexington, Mass , has 
just adopted two girls as his daughters 
They take his oarae, attend hie seminary, 
and will live with him as his daughters 
One of them was born ol a slave mother 
in Virginia, but has so little colored blood 
that one would hardly think of it in see- 
ing her The other is a beautiful white girl 
who has lived with Mrs. Lewis for three 
years as her servant She is said to be as 
good as she is handsome. 



THE ELEVATED RAIL VAV. 

The experu. ue, a quarter of & 

mile long, of elevan.j 'way in Green- 
wich street, beginning ai ibe batte.-, is 
nearly finished. The track is light, yet 
substantial, and its appearance is orna- 
mental 

Tbe plan first came prominently and de- 
finitely before the public when it was re- 
commended by the special commission ap- 
pointed by the Senate of the State of New 
York, at the session of 1866, to “ascertain 
the best means for. tbe transportstion of 
passengers in the city of New York.” The 
commission consisted of Mayor Hoffman, 
the State Engineer, Colonel Craven, (en- 
gineer of the Croton Board :, and Senators 
Andrews, Low, and Cornell. 

In their report the commission spoke a3 
follows of the present plan : 

“Amorg the plans for an elevated rail- 
way in the streets, that presented by Mr. 

C. T. llarTey, civil engineer, appears to 
be tbe most free from engineering difficul- 
ties involving the question of safety, and 
the least objectionable as to the applica- 
tion of the motive power. * * * The 
promoters of this plan ask for the privi- 
lege of constructing one-half mile in the 
southern portion ot Greenwich street, as 
an illustrative experiment, and tbe com- 
mission recommend that permission be 
granted by the Legislature to that ex- 
tent." 

The rffect of this approval was the pas- 
sage by the Legislature of an act giving 
permission to construct an experimental 
half mile of road, according to the above 
recommendation. 

Soon after legislative auth oritT was ob- j 
tained. merchants and real estate owners 
subscribed the funds necessary to begin 
the work assuming the risk imposed by 
law, that, if the road was not approved by 
three commissioners appointed by the 
Governor and Croton Board, they must 
take it down again, and lose the money j 
■pent on the experiment 

A company was formed, under the title j 
of the “West - Side and Yonkers Patent 
Railway Company, of which W. S. Gur- j 
nty is president, \Vm. H. Appleton treas- i 
urer, and C. T. Harvey manager and engi- 
neer Among the stockholders are many 
bankers, brokers, and other capitalists, 
thus insuring the financial success of the 
enterprise. These gentlemen stipulated 
that a complete section of a quarter of a 
mile should first be built for their inspec- 
tion, and then, if approved by them, they 
agree to continue it to the perfection and 
length required for the official inspection, 
upon which depends the right to extend j 
the road the entire length of the island. 
This section of a quarter of a mile is now 
nearly completed 

The road is built as follows: Reaching 

seven feet below the surface are heavy 
iron bolts, with washers. A stone floor, | 
six feet square, rests on the latter, and 
above this is brick masonry, which tapers 
to a cast iron cap. four feet square, about [ 
eighteen inches below the surface. Bolts 
are passed through this cap, which are 
tightly fastened by nuts, the whole pier 
fotming one solid mass. On this metal 
tap, which weigh* aboat one ton, is a 
flange, to which the wrought iron col- 
umn, sixteen feet in height, is fast- 
ened with eight bolts. This column is 
built in segments of boiler plate iron, 
three -eighths of an inch tbich, riveted to- 
gether. At the top these segments branch 
out to the proper width of the track, and 
support the longitudinal rails. One of 
these columns has been tested with a 
weight of one hundred and eighty tons, 
without any sign of weakness. The track is 
made of three iron beams aud the rail, to- 
gether with a timber placed between them, 
in such a way as to secure great strength, 
and at the same time render the running 
of the cars comparatively noiseless. To 
the eye the track looks like a solid iron 
beam. 

The motive power of tbe railway is an 
endless wire rope, chained by stationary 
drums, at intervals of not more than half 
a mile apart. The wire is four-tenths of 
an inch in diameter, and is carried in a 
box between the rails on little four wheel- I 
ed trucks made of brass. The cars are at- 
tached to these tracks, and not to the 
repe, by the simple shifting of a lever 
operated inside of the ear by the con- I 
ductor. The rope is to run all of the time, ! 
at a given speed, and of course the shock , 
of connecting the car when at rest is to be ] 
avoided. This is done by a system of 
springs under the car to receive the j 
shock of the rope, and also by a patent 
brake which retains all of the force re- ; 
quired to stop tbe car, and when the con- 
ductor moves a special lever this power is 
applied to start the car and give it motion 
bclore the rope is attached. 

Tbe system has been studied in all its 
parts, and all probable objections provided 
for. Ibis one is to prevent the rain fall- j 
ii.g on the roof of the car from dripping j 
cn pedestrians below. All the rain is held ! 
on tbe rcof till the station is reached, I 
when the water runs through a close con- 
duit into the gutter without attention from ! 
at. y one. 

Ibe danger of having careless persons 
spitting out on those below is also avoid- 
ed completely, and the inventor jocosely 
offers oi.e hundred dollars to the first 
i man inside who can contrive to expecto- 
: rate cn those beneath when the car is in 
motion, and yet the ventilation will be nn- 
| exceptionable. Supposing the road to be 
I successful, we shall get the folio ring 
results: Ladies and gentlemen will 

pass up inside stairs at the station build- 
I ii>g to a depot room on the second story, 

| tj.ei ce to a platform alongside of a track, 

1 on which cars pass swiftly and noiseless- 
I ly every two minutes. No more are al- 
lowed to pass out than there are seats for, 

; and when seated the car moves on, and, 

; stepping at stations from a quarter to 
half a mile apar', reaches Central Park in 
twenty minutes after leaving the Battery. 

; Leaving passengers at the depot there, the 
| cats will return on the opposite side of 
| the street, to the place of starting. There 
1 will be no noise, no dust, aud no deten- 
] lions by snow-stormB or street crowds or 
I broken-down drays. 

This railway can be safely described as 
on a •'metallic basis," as every column, 
with foundation, requires about five tbous- 
| and pounds of iron, and each twenty-five 
1 feet of track aboat as much more. The 
1 consumption of iron by railways of this : 
kind will consequently be enormous; but, I 
i when once built, repairs must be a small \ 
item of annual expense. — -V. Y. Post. 

THE RIGHTS OF MINORITIES. 

The subject of representation of minor- j 
ities, which was somewhat discussed in 
the Senate last winter, is likely to come 
up again and to secure more attention. \ 
Confidence in their own strength and a 
desire to hold fast all the power they have j 
have disinclined the Republicans to take ; 
much interest in the subject; but they 
cannot tail to sec. that, where parties are | 
so nearly equal in numbers as in this | 
country, and a temporary excitemeot may 
change enough voters to reverse the posi- 
tions of parties, tkey are likely at some I 
time to need the benefit to be secure d by I 
the proper representation of minorities. . 
The principle itself is obviously just. Its j 
adoption is quite as essential to tbe full : 
1 realization of the republican theory of 
government as equal suffrage. 

In a community of 10,000 voters the mi- 
, nority of 4.999 have claims to a hearing 
in tie government as well as the majority 
that is larger by two. Tbe disparity is 
usually much greater, to be sure, and yet, 

I taking tbe aggregate popular vote of the 
nation into account, not so math greater 
as to damage the force of the argument. 
It is obvious that we should have more 
cautious and safe legislation and a more 
honest administration of public affairs if 
the power of the minority were thus in- 
■ creased and made effective. Indeed we 
are not sure that the people will not, be- 
t fore long, be forced to the conclusion that 
republican government can only attain its 
highest purity and success by keeping par- 
ties so nearly balanced in strength that 
the one in power shall feel the constant 
menace of a vigilant and hopeful minor- 
ity. It was this feeling that induced the 
New York Evening Post to say, the other 
day, that it hoped Senator Wilson's pre- 
diction of the increased majority of the 
Republicans in Congress might prove 
false, because of the danger that the party 
would come to feel itself irresistible, and 
so under no necessity to adhere strictly to 
considerations of the public good ; because, 
indeed, the consciousness of their strength 
bad already led the Republicans into hasty 
and reckless legislation. That there is 
force in this view of the case cannot be de- 
nied. 

The value of the principle of minority 
representation will be evident if we con- 
sider what tbe political condition of the 



though the disfranchisement of white 

men puts tfie blacks in tbe majority in 
tin st ol the iMates, if the whites could 
have secured repre-etilation in the State 
o Mentions in proportion to their num- 

rs. there would have l.epn some ind'ifo- 
ment for them to go into the reconstruc- 
tion and attempt to control it They 
could cirtainly have restrained and mo 1- 
itied the action of the majority. But they 
*• e nothing hut defeat aud vexation in 
the attempt, and so they sit down and 
grumble, and find relief only in the piti- 
ful hope that in some way the Democracy 
of the North will come to tbeir reflet. 
Cot gres* did not intend to exclude the 
white men of the South from all part in 
reconstruction, lut this is the practical 
result. 

of course Congress is bound to find 
some remedy for this vital defect in re- 
construction. But what we are now sug- 
gesting is that the principle of the repre- 
sentation of minorities would have pre- 
vented any such unlucky complication, if 
it bad been previously adopted, and what 
would have been good for this exigency 
will be found useful in future. But its 
ebief use is not to meet such exigencies, 
but to make the uniform course of govern- 
ment more equable, to adjust the balance 
of power between parties, classes, aud 
diverse and opposing interests, and to pre- 
clude the possibility of any great and lung- 
cot tinued abuse of power by the majority. 

We have had little experience as yet in 
this country of the despotism of majori- 
ties. bnt that it may become as oppressive 
as absolutism itself is easily seen, and no 
other security against it is as yet proposed 
that is at once so simple and practicable 
as the representation of minorities. We 
are indebted to the English statesmen for 
the suggestion of the principle, but it is 
eminently republican, and must secure 
popular favor here as fast as it is under- 
stood. Let the discussion go on, bv all 
mean a .

MANUFACTURES. 



A convention of manufacturers at De- 
troit, Michigan, recently had under con- 
sideration the subject of the reduction of 
taxation of manufactures. The follow- 
ing are the important portions of their 
report and resolutions : 

1. Taxation should be so levied as to 
exempt all articles of prime necessity to 
the greatest extent possible, and placed on 
articles of luxury and where it will be the 
least obnoxious to the people. 

2. It should be so adjusted as to be re- 
liable and collected with the least possible 
expenditure or governmental machinery. 

In Europe, where taxation has been re- 
duced to a science, it is found that ample 
revenue can be realized from a few sources, 
thereby incurring but little expense for 
the collection of the same. It is very ev- 
ident tLat we can profit greatly by imi- 
tating their example to some extent, as 
our system is in many respects very op- 
pressive and burdensome to the people, 
levying many times exorbitant taxes on 
articles of prime necessity, and not unfre- 
quently repeating the same four or five 
times during the transition from th* crude 
materials to the final resting place in the 
finished fabric or mechanism.

This exhibit shows that the revenue 
from the sources named will furnish §30, - 
600,000 more than the total estimated ex- 
penses of the Government, including the 
interest on the public debt. 

Cotton is the great export staple of the 
country, to which we must look to bring 
up the balance of trade now setting so 
heavily against us. To abolish the tax on 
this article will greatly stimulate its pro- 
duction, which will in a very few years 
reach its former proportions. 

Another reason why cotton should be 
exempt from taxation is, that it is a prime 
article of necessity enteriug into the con- 
sumption of every family, 361,036,123 
pounds being consumed in this country in 
i860. 

To abolish the tax on sugar will also 
stimulate its production so that it will 
soon regain its former magnitude, thereby 
reducing our imports full $40,000,000 an- 
nually. 

When we consider the large amount of 
revenue to be collected by the Govern- 
ment in addition to the State and munici- 
pal taxes, and that there is to be thrown 
upon the market annually full §6,000,000,- 

000 fresh productions to be bought and 
sold by 40,000,000 people, our circulating 
medium cannot be deemed excessive, and 
sbould not be contracted. The produc- 
tions of the South once reinstated, a 
home market is furnished for the vast ag- 
ricultural products of the great North- 
west, and for the manufactures of the 
East.
